Contacts Rust 


If your zoysia lawn has 
a red appearance in places, 
chances are it’s infected 
with ‘‘rust.’”’ 


This fungus disease is 
new to Alabama; although, 
it has been reported in 
Florida several years, 
says Dr. States M, 
McCarter, Extension Ser- 
vice pathologist and nema- 
tologist. 


The weather this year 
has been ideal for rust 
diseases in general, and is 
partly responsible for the 
prevalence of this lawn dis- 
ease, which has been re- 
ported throughout the state, 


“One symptom to look 
for is the presence of red, 
powdery spore masses on 
grass blades. These fungus 
spores are soabundant that 
they often cover lawn 
mowers and shoes of a 
person walking through the 
grass,’’ McCarter added, 


Rust On zoysia can be 
controlled by applying 
recommended rates of a 
fungicide such as maneb 
at five and seven-day in-

But the cooperation should 
extend beyond the executive le- 
vel of government, It should ex- 
tend to Congress, which at the 
moment is considering amend- 
ments to the Fair Labor Stan- 
dards Act, to extend and again 
moost the minimum wage - this 
time to $1.60 per hour, an in- 
crease that would mean the 
loss of many jobs for the very 
workers the President is seek- 
ing to help. 

Merely revising the mini- 
mum wage upward is not the 
way to meet inflation. The ans- 
wer to inflation lies with go- 
vernment fiscal policies, The 
cooperative efforts of the Pre- 
sident and industry to provide 
job opportunities for youth will 
be largely cancelled out if Con- 
gress should impose wage laws 
that close the door to employ- 
ment of marginal and part- 
time workers. 


BUREAUCRATS’ WAY, The 
superintendent of the school 
district in the little city of 
Beaverton, Oregon, is having 
troubles - troubles which are 
not of his own or his commu- 
nity’s making. They are trou- 
bles which are shared by in- 
numerable other such districts 
the country over. They have to 
do with the masses of red tape 
involved in federal aid to edu- 
cation, 

Specifically, in this super- 
intendent’s view, ‘‘the require- 
ments are completely unrea- 
sonable’’ in applying for funds 
under Title IT of the Elemen- 
tary and Secondary Education 
Act of 1965, As an example, it 
is demanded that each and every 
one of the books of the dis- 
trict’s libraries be inventoried. 
He says of this, ‘‘All the in- 
formation they need they could 
be given on one piece of paper.’’ 

News accounts report that 
the Beaverton School Board un- 
animously supports the super- 
intendent and fears that fede- 
ral aid is turning into federal 
control. The sad fact is that it 
would be remarkable if it didn’t. 
The old adage still applies; He 
who pays the piper calls the 
tune, And the demands made on 
local bodies inevitably grow 
ever larger. This is the bu- 
reaucrats’ way of showing that 
they must have more funds, 
more staff, more authority. So, 
little by little, local and indi- 
vidual responsibility, local 
determination to forge ahead, 
and local rights and liberties, 
are whittled away. Nothing is 
sharper than the knife of the 
bureaucrat.

The constant 
drive to have the federal go- 
vernment take over more and 
more of the affairs of indivi+ 
duals and businesses is fright- 
ening. One of the most dis- 
turbing manifestations of this 
disposition to control is the 
growing agitation for laws to 
‘protect’? the consumer from 
the ravages of merchants and 
manufacturers, If legislation is 
ever passed straitjacketing the 
marketplace and standardizing 
packaging, labeling, grading and 
merchandising methods, two 
results are certain: Consumers 
will no longer be able to con- 
trol by their purchases the kind 
of goods they want, and the 
federal agency setting out to 
administer the legislation will 
be the biggest one in the go- 
yernment, 

Commenting on this new in- 
road on personal affairs, James 
M, Patterson, director of pub- 
lic relations of a major oil 
company*, says government of- 
ficials are underestimating the 
intelligence of American wo- 
men when they seek to advise 
homemakers on how to shop 
for bargains, He emphasized 
that, ‘If our state and fede- 
ral governments were as good 
at holding down the cost of 
government as our women are 
at holding down the control- 
lable items in the family bud- 
get, we’d have very little to 
worry about.’’ It can be added 
that the retailers themselves 
are the housewives’ greatest al- 
lies in seeking out bargains - 
that’s an essential part of run- 
ing a successful store. In- 
creased effort is being direct- 
ed to encouraging bargain buy- 
ing. 

Mr. Patterson points out that 
while the cost of living index 
has increased only 6.5 per cent 
in the last 5 years, the cost 
Oo 
of the federal government is up 
31 per cent and that of local 
and state government is up 
48 per cent. The price of go- 
vernment is increasing the cost 
of living more than the items 
in the cost of living index. 

‘‘American women should 
demand that the cost of govern- 
ment be included in the cost of 
living index, where it can be 
Subjected to . .. the same de- 
mands for economy and effi- 
ciency, that private individuals 
and corporations are subjected 
to.’? Why not? 


A TIME FOR PERSPECTIVE 
As the medicare law goes into 
effect, the United States will be 
entering a new phase of govern- 
ment control over the health and 
well-being of private citizens, 
Regardless of the wisdom or the 
merit of politically oriented go- 
vernment programs such as 
medicare, it is highly impor- 
tant for everyone to retain a 
sense of perspective, 

Medicare marks no great 
breakthrough in scientific ace 
hievement. Passing a law 
creats nothing. In the case of 
medicare, there is a law now 
which, in effect, simply says 


that all of the cumulative a- 
chievements of médical science 
over a period of centruies is to 
be made available to a certain 
group of citizens, and paid for 
to a major extent by taxation, 
There are serious flaws in the 
program which, it is to be hoped, 
may be corrected as time goes 
on, The medical profession is 
concerned that it may result 
in a lowering of medical stan- 
dards through the over taxing of 
medical facilities and the 
danger of medical care general- 
ly becoming a political football, 
But, doctors are cooperating 
with appropriate government 


authorities to help do every- 
thing in their power to make 
medicare work, 

They will go on in the future 
as they have in the past , seek- 
ing to expand the frontiers of 
knowledge and bring the bene- 
fits of that knowledge to as many 
people as possible. This has 
been the goal of the American 
Medical Association since its 
founding in 1847, As early as 
1913, the AMA began studying 
health insurance and helped 
develop voluntary health insur- 
ance and prepayment plans to 
pay for medical and hospital 
care, The voluntary plans prov- 
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ed successful. The problem 
now is to see that tax-support- 
ed medical care plans do not 
impair what has become the 
best medical system in the 
world,
